William Stevenson was born in South 
Carolina, near a station called Ninety-Six, (at 
that time a frontier,) October 4, 1768. His 
parents belonged to the Presbyterian Church, 
in which he was baptized in infancy. lie 
was the subject of religious impressions at a 
very early age — before reaching his eighth 
year — which he attributed to the instructions 
and influence of his pious mother. At the 
age of twenty-four, he emigrated to Tennessee, 
and on the first day of J une, 1800, when in 
the thirty-second year of his age, he was con- 
verted ; at which time he joined the M. E. 
Church. He immediately began to exhort, 
then to preach, and in this "way labored much 
during the great revival in Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, and Missouri, which commenced about 
that time. In the year 1811, he joined the 
travelling connection in Missouri ; and in 
1813, came down to South Arkansas, and soon 
after into Louisiana, wdiere he continued to 
labor until he wore himself out. The last 
regular work he did was in Caddo Parish, 
A, D. 1839, at which time he sustained a 
supernumerary relation to the Conference. 
He was at the end of that year placed in a 
superannuated relation, which relation he 
sustained until his death, which took place 
March 5, 1857, in the eighty-ninth year of his 
age, and the forty-fourth of his itinerancy. 
Father Stevenson was a good man, and if 
abundant usefulness can constitute a man 
great, he was eminently a great man. Me- 
thodism in Louisiana owes much to him : 
there are many seals to his ministry scattered 
throughout the country. He was a good 
preacher, a man of fine social qualities, and 
in the true sense “ devoted to God.’' In the 
fullest sense of the word he gave himself up 
to God and his work, making no provision for 
this life, but seeking his all in heaven. He 
walked with God, held constant communion 
with him, rejoiced in the enjoyment of “ per- 
fect love.” As was to be expected, his end 
was triumphant. He had sufiered the infirm- 
ities of age, had become deaf, suffered much 
bodily pain, but was happy to the last. He 
seemed to hear his Master saying, “It is 
enough : come up higher.”

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MEMOIK OF BISHOP BASCOM. 



[The following memoir of Bishop Bascom 
was prepared for the Minutes by Bishop Kav- 
anaugh, at the request of his colleagues in the 
Episcopacy.] 

Henry Bidleman Bascom was the son of 
Alpheus and Hannah Bascom, and “was 
horn,” as says his biographer, “May 27th, 
1796, on the east bank of the east branch of 
the Delaware River, in the town of Hancock, 
Delaware County, New York.” According to 
his own account, his father was a descendant 
of a French Huguenot family, and his mother 
a German of the Bidleman family of Green- 
wich, New Jersey. 

Henry was the second child arid first son 
of his parents, and in childhood was a sport- 
ive, sprightly boy, apt to learn, and fond of 
thoughtful solitude. At the age of five years 
he was placed at the school of a maiden lady. 
Here he soon learned to read so as to take 
great delight in juvenile books. Owing to his 



early promise, a relative on a visit to the fam- 
ily, Henry Bidleman, Esq., being pleased with 
Henry, suggested that, as he had a part of his 



name, if they would add the other part he 
would take him home with him and send him 
to school. This being agreed to, the promise 
was accordingly fulfilled. This occurred when 
Henry was about eight and a half years of 
age. Mr. Bidleman’s residence was at Easton, 
Pa. By this relative he was continued at 
school until he was twelve years old. “After 
which,” he states himself, “I was never at 
school again.^' 

His biographer remarks that Mr. Bascom’s 
parents removed from his native place, where 
they had resided nineteen years, to Little 
Valley, on the Alleghany River, below Glean 
Point, in Western New York, in 1808. In 
1812 they removed farther west, and settled 
for a time in Maysville, Ky. Here young 
Bascom won a considerable reputation for his 
industry, piety, and devotion to his parents. 
From this place, after a short stay, the family 
again removed to Ohio, about five or six miles 
from Maysville, in the direction of Ripley, 
Ohio, where they were permanently settled. 

In this neighborhood young Bascom became 



the class-leader. To get to his class he had 
to cross Eagle Creek, which is a large stream 
of the sort, and, with characteristic persever- 
ance, he has been known to wade it in the 
winter time when the ice was running, leap- 
ing along between the floating pieces of ice, 
rather than disappoint his class. 

It seems, from dates and the points of his 
residence, that vrhen he was converted to God 
he was living in Little Valley, Western New 
York. The time of its occurrence he settles 
by a note made by himself, in his own hand- 
writing, found by his biographer, which we 
here subjoin: “August 18th, 1814. — Four 
years to-day since my conversion. Bless God 
for mercy through Christ our Lord ! — Henry 
BasCom.” This fixes the time to be 1810, 
when he was fourteen years of age. 

It seems that in this new and sparsely set- 
tled country, and while but a babe in Christ, 
a gracious Providence furnished him a friend 
and counsellor in the person of a youthful 
minister by the name of Gilmore, who took 
him into secular employment with himself, 
and encouraged him in his piety, and assisted 
him in his ministry as an exhorter. Follow- 
ing his discourse delivered to a frontier audi- 
ence, Mr. Gilmore says, “ He arose, and with 
a great deal of pathos and native genius 
poured down a storm upon the people. I 
was astonished to hear him use the language 
he did. He rolled it off as with thunder 
peals.” Thus in these first attempts he gave 
indications of that power of language which 
so distinguished him in after years. 

I think his biographer is mistaken as to the 
particular work done by young Bascom for 
which he received the horse on which he com- 
menced his itinerant career as a preacher. I 
once met Mr. Bascom at the house of Mr. 
Finch, a neighbor to his father and a brother 
in the Church, and during my stay there 
Brother Finch remarked to me that he had 
given Henry the horse on which he took his 
first circuit for digging out the cellar of the 
brick house in which he was then living. He 
remarked, “ We know Henry here, and we all 
love him.” 

He was licensed to preach on the Bn’ 
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Creek Circuit, including the neighborhood of 
his father’s residence in the State of Ohio, in 
February, 1813. The quarterly meeting at 
vrhich Bascom received his license was held 
at or near the village of New Market, High- 
land County, Ohio. The Rev. James Qumn 
was at the time the presiding elder of the dis- 
trict, and he employed the young preacher to 
assist the venerable R. W. Finley on the 
Brush Creek Ch’cuit. 

In the autumn of 1813 he was received as 
a preacher on trial in the Ohio Conference, 
and appointed to Deer Creek Circuit, with 
Alexander Cummings as his colleague. 

As a travelling preacher, he successively 
travelled in the following circuits : in 1813, 
Deer Creek, Ohio ; in 1814, G uyandotte. 
Western Virginia; in 1815, Mad River, Ohio. 
Because of prejudices against him on account 
of personal appearance and a florid style of 
preaching, which were more tolerated by the 
Bishop than by the members of the Confer- 
ence, in 18 IG the Bishop presiding transferred 
him to the Tennessee Conference, and ap- 
pointed him to the Danville Circuit in Ken- 
tucky — a part of Kentucky being at the time 
in the Tennessee Conference. In 1817, he 
was reappointed to the Danville Circuit from 
the Tennessee Conference, held that year in 
Franklin, Tenn. In 1818, he was stationed 
in the city of Louisville, Ky., Louisville be- 
ing taken from the Jefferson Circuit, and for 
the first time made a station. In 1819, the 
Conference was held in Nashville, and he was 
returned to Louisville. In 1820, the Tennes- 
see Conference was held in Hopkinsville, Ky., 
and he was appointed to Madison Circuit, 
Kentucky, under William Martin, an aged 
and amiable minister; but it was the first 
year of his itinerancy, and he was only in 
Deacon’s orders. Portions of this circuit 
were very rough indeed. Being placed under 
an inferior in office, in talents, and experi- 
ence, and on a circuit parts of which were in 
rude and mountainous sections of the country, 
it was interpreted on the part of his friends, 
and so understood by himself, to be an in- 
tended oppression. 

It was during this year that the writer first 
made his acquaintance, and on an invitation 
from him visited him on his circuit, and spent 
some tAvo weeks with him riding over some 
of the rougher portions of his work and some 
of the best. It was during this tour that I 
learned to know and love the man. 

During our travels through the Estill county 
hills, (for his circuit took in a large portion 
of this county,) he remarked to me that he 
believed he Avas sent to that Avork, under the 
circumstances, to drive him from the Church. 
The people on the Madison Circuit appre- 
ciated him highly, and attended his ministry 
with great pleasure and profit. 

The General Conference of 1820 had pro- 
’ded for the formation of the Kentuckj'^ Con- 



feraace out of those portions of the State that 
had belonged to the Ohio and Tennessee Con- 
ferences ; so, in the autumn of 1821, the Ken- 
tucky Conference met for the first time in the 
city of Lexington. At this Conference Mr. 
B. Avas appointed to the Kingston Circuit, the 
third man. His position on the circuit as the 
third man, while he was acknowledged to be 
the first pulpit orator of the West, if not of 
America, confirmed him in the belief that the 
Conference was against him. He determined 
to get out of the Avay, and sought at the hand 
of the Bishop a transfer to the Ohio Confer- 
ence, and, in the autumn of 1822, he was sta- 
tioned on the Brush Creek Circuit, the first 
he had ever traA'elled, and that included the 
residence of his father. 

In the autumn of 1823 he was stationed at 
Steubenville, Ohio, and in the same year, on 
the nomination and advocacy of the Hon. 
Henry Clay, was elected Chaplain to Con- 
gress. At the termination of this session of 
Congress, he is induced to visit first the 
neighborhood and then the city of Baltimore. 
Ilis preaching is described to be of surpass- 
ing eloquence and astounding power. In the 
country surrounding Baltimore he attended 
several camp-meetings, toAvns, and neighbor- 
hoods, preaching Avith unrivalled eloquence 
and sublimity. He meets Summerfield at a 
camp-meeting, Bascom is described as being 
the mightier but not the more persuasive of 
the two men. He visited Philadelphia and 
Harrisburg, and fully sustained his reputa- 
tion as a preacher of most astounding power. 
HaA’ing finished this eastern tour, he obtained 
a transfer to the Pittsburg Conference, and 
was stationed in the city of Pittsburg. In 
his second year in this Conference he was ap- 
pointed the Conference missionary. In 1827, 
he was elected President of Madison College, 
in Uniontown, Pa. He accepted the presi- 
dency, and entered upon its duties. His in- 
augural address was highly characteristic of 
the conceptions of his mind, and his singu- 
larly ornate forms of speech, displaying as 
much of power as of beauty. In 1829, he 
resigned the presidency of Madison College, 
and accepted an agency for the American 
Colonization Society. In 1832, he was elected 
Professor of Moral Science and Belles-lettres 
in Augusta College, Kentucky. He remained 
in Augusta College about ten years. 

In 1833, Bascom lost his father, whom he 
had ever venerated with all the devotion of 
the fondest son, and took his stepmother and 
her children in his charge at Augusta, and 
maintained them with the watchfulness of the 
deepest sympathies for nine years. 

During his professorship in Augusta Col- 
lege, in 1839, he was married to Miss A’^an 
Antwerp, of the city of Ncav York. To them 
were born three children, a daughter and tAvo 
sons. The younger son died in infancy, the 
other children still live.

With this strong affirmation of his final 
hope in a single word, thrice repeated, in an 
earnest and emphatic manner, did this emi- 
nent man and minister close his communica- 
tions with the world. 

Dr. Stevenson says: “He was evidently in 
the full possession of all his mental faculties. 
Never did his nOble brow and full-orbed eye 
evince a higher degree of intellectual strength. 
There was a sublimity and loftiness of bear- 
ing in the whole contour of his face. An in- 
describable brightness gleamed out in every 
expression of his countenance. The scene 
was overwhelming.” 

“ Perceiving,” says Dr. S., “ that the mo- 
mentous crisis had come, as if moved by 
some invisible power, we all at once bowed 
around his dying -bed, and while we were 
thus engaged in silent solemn prayer to Al- 
mighty God, without a struggle or a groan he 
sweetly breathed his last.” 

The funeral solemnities of the deceased 
Bishop took place on Tuesday morning. Sept. 
10th, at the Fourth Street Methodist Church, 
in the city of Louisville. The house was 
crowded to overflowing. The solemn services 
were performed by Dr. Parsons, the Rev. 
William Holman, and Dr. Sehoh; the clos- 
ing prayer by Dr. Linn. 

The remains of the deceased were conveyed 
to the Eastern Cemetery, a Methodist burying- 
ground, attended by a very extensive proces- 



sion of friends and acquaintances, in public 
and private carriages. 

Before the body was committed- to the 
tomb, the burial-service of the Church was 
read by Dr. Stevenson, followed by the sing- 
ing of Bishop Heber’s funeral hymn by the 
choir. 

Thus passed away one of the most.remark- 
able men of the age. Through life he was 
alone in his career. His conceptions and 
phraseology ; his emphatic, earnest, and im- 
pressive utterance ; his eager and intelligent 
look ; his impressive and appropriate gestures, 
were all his own, not to be imitated by others. 
His imagination was inconceivably rich. His 
sermons displayed this unrivalled power in 
the sublimest conceptions, clothed in the most 
forcible and gorgeous language ; and this part ‘ 
of his performance seemed, of all others, the 
most easy and natural to him. As his mind 
soared off, it seemed to use its wings with un- 
labored ease and grace until it reached a cul- 
minating point that seemed to leave all else 
below. At such times his voice would take a 
larger volume, a deeper and richer tone, and 
appear fully to chime with the visions that 
were bewildering and entrancing you. 

When he saw proper, he could conduct an 
argument with immense power and convinc- 
ing force, yet it has ever appeared to me that 
he was not accustomed to arrange the mate- 
rials of his discourse to the best advantage ; 
but it was his habit to have a great deal of 
material in them. The most of his sermons 
were formed in the earlier years of his min- 
istry; had they not been, I presume they 
would have been better digested and the style 
less ornate.

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[The following memoir of Bishop Capers 
was prepared for the Minutes by Bishop 
Pierce, at the request of his colleagues in the 
Episcopacy.] 

This brief Memoir of William Capers, one 
of the Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, is prepared in conformity to 
a long-established custom of the Church in 
relation to her deceased ministers. It is well 
to embalm in the recollections of his surviv- 
ing brethren the virtues of a departed servant 
of God, especially when he has been great as 
well as good. We decline to enter into details 
as to the birth, education, conversion, induc- 
tion to the ministry, and successive appoint- 
ments of Bishop Capers, inasmuch as an ex- 
tended biography will soon appear. We pre- 
sent only those points which, while they 
characterized and distinguished him during a 
long, eventful, and laborious life, cannot well 
be too often or too strongly urged upon his 
fellow-laborers in the gospel. 

To appreciate the integrity, humility, and 
self-denial of Bishop Capers, it must be remem- 
bered that when he commenced his career 
Methodism was not as now a recognized power 
in the land, but feeble and despised, working 
out her glorious mission amid the scorn of 
the world and the withering contempt of other 
Christian sects. To be a Methodist was to 
“ count all things loss for Christ,^^ and to be 
numbered “with the offscouring of the earth.” 
To be a Methodist travelling preacher was to 
renounce every fond ambition, forego fortune 
and ease, and often the respect and sympathy 
of one’s own household. To do this when a 
man’s origin was humble, and his family ob- 
scure, and his earthly prospects bounded by 
ignorance and poverty, demanded high moral 
courage and a most Christian subordination 
of will and plan and hope to duty and to 
God. The task grew heavier and harder still 
for the heir of wealth, proud of ancestral 
titles, himself decked with the honors of the 
academy and the college, conscious, too, of 
rare powers of .thought and speech, which, 
developed on another theatre, might win 

mey and fame, place and power. Such 




were the circumstances, gifts, and prospects 
of our beloved brother. But, true to the 
heavenly instincts of a sound conversion, he 
left all to follow Christ. Settling the great 
question of duty on its true basis, he was 
running his furrow straight for the kingdom 
when death arrested him. He never looked 
back. His life beautifully exemplified the in- 
tegrity of his -heart and the entireness of his 
consecration. 

As a member of an Annual Conference, he 
never sought accommodation, but surrendered 
himself and family to the workings of the ' 
itinerant system, with all its uncertainties, in- 
conveniences, and privations. He travelled 
circuits and districts ; filled stations ; was 
transferred from one Conference to another ; 
served the missions in South Carolina, which 
he inaugurated, and the Missionary Society 
when the duties of his office called him to 
wander over half the Union; was superin 
tendent of Indian Missions, and was finallv 
a Bishop of the Church, bearing meekly an. 
without complaint the burdens of an offi^ > 
which has no parallel even in our self-denyL / 
system. 

The great elements of Bishop Capers’s r( 
gious character were great simplicity, unp 
tending humility, a zeal that knew no ebb, 
and a self-denial that hesitated at no sacrifice 
of time or earthly interest, all energized and 
sustained by a faith in Providence and Divine 
promise always equal to the emergencies of 
his laborious calling and his checkered his- 
tory. He never secularized himself ; a man- 
of one work, he sought to fulfil the ministry 
which he had received of the Lord Jesus and 
to finish his course with joy. In this respect, 
to say nothing of other striking excellences, 
he was a model for his brethren. 

As a preacher, he had few equals in the 
long line of Methodist history. Original with- 
out novelty and peculiar without eccentricity, 
he was certainly no imitator, and is not likely 
to have a successor. Grave, reverent, devout 
in manner at the family altar and in the sanc- 
tuary, he was always scrupulously observant 
of the proprieties of time and place, and per- 
formed the various functions of the ministry 
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wi'.ii an easy grace at once attractive and im- 
j)j iSniv e. He lives in the memory of thousands 
v: Lio "ften hung with delight upon his minis- 
trations, and in the hearts of thousands more 
who r' pented and believed under his persua- 
sive eloquence, or were cheered and strength- 
ened i»y his consolatory discourses. 

3 laving returned home from one of his 
Episcopal tours, he was suddenly attacked 
with disease, and was soon speechless in death. 
A piety, demonstrated as to its origin and aim 
by a life of labor and devotion, before silence 
ses.cid the lip of this Christian soldier and 
coni^ueror, articulated a testimony precious, 



satisfactory, triumphant. The religion which 
he honored in youth, manhood, and age, made 
his death-chamber illustrious, and his grave a 
treasury of hope and heaven. 

Bishop Capers was born Jan. 26, 1790, in 
the Parish of St. Thomas, South Carolina, 
some twenty miles from Charleston. He was 
admitted on trial in the South Carolina Con- 
ference, Dec., 1808, before he had been six 
months on trial as a member of the Church. 
He was ordained Bishop in Petersburg, Va., 
M^y, 1846. He died at his residence at An- 
derson C. H., S. C., Jan. 29, 1855.

Only 
a few weeks since, he sold this property, 
with the intention of entering again upon the 
regular itinerant work, as announced by him- 
self in the Christian Advocate, very recently. 
But his work was done. For several days he 
had been complaining of a pain in his head, 
but it had not interfered with his business. 
He died on Monday, April 26, at 8 o’clock 
P. M. On the Sabbath preceding he had 
preached two sermons at Goshen ; was in the 
schoolroom all of Monday ; ate his supper as 
usual, and was unusually cheerful. <After 
family worship he went to his room, having 
urged his wife to spend the night with a sick 
neighbor. Soon after she left, his little daugh- 
ter, who was in the room with him, says he 
arose and attempted to kneel, and in doing so 
fell. Assistance was called, and as his son 
and wife were endeavoring to raise him, he 
remarked, “ I believe my head will cause me 
to go distracted.” These were his last words. 
In ten minutes after they laid him on his bed 
he was a corpse. He leaves a wife and eight 
children. He was buried at Lagrange — the 
funeral services conducted by the Rev. "Wil- 
liam Holman. His history is identified with 
the history of Methodism, Christianity, mo- 
rals, and education in Kentucky for thirty- 
seven years. His character as a man and a 
minister is before the Church and the world, 
“ known and read.”

Absalom Davis. 1. 

Absalom Davis was born in Wayne county, 
Kentucky. He was brought up by pious pa- 
rents, and after he had come to years of ma- 
turity embraced religion and joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and soon after 
was licensed as a local preacher, which rela- 
tion he sustained to the Church until 1852, at 
which time he was received by the Louisville 
Conference, on trial, and was appointed to the 
Wayne Circuit. In 1853 he was returned to 
Wayne ; in 1854 he was appointed toTompkins- 
ville Circuit ; in 1855 he was returned to Tomp- 
kinsville ; in 1856 he was appointed to Liberty 
Mission; in^ 1857 he was reappointed to 
Liberty, which was his last appointment. 
He had finished his year’s labor on the mis- 
sion, and in a few days was going to Con- 
ference, when he was attacked with some 
kind of fever, and, after ten days’ suffering, 
died September 30, 1858. Brother Davis had 
been useful in every relation he sustained to 
the Church. He was a man of deep piety ; 
above mediocrity in point of preaching ability. 
In his deportment he was a model Methodist 
preacher. He was always cheerful, but never 
light; serious, but not sad. He was never 
heard to speak disparagingly of his brethren, 
or any one else. Hence he was respected by 
all who knew him, and highly esteemed and 



beloved in his own neighborhood. There was 
a large company of weeping friends in attend- 
ance on his funeral. In his last days his 
whole theme was religion, and particularly 
the itinerant ministry of the gospel. When 
death came he was ready. It may be truly 
said, “ He fell at his post.” God grant that 
his widow, his children and friends, and we, 
his companions in labors and trials, may imi- 
tate his worthy example and meet him in 
heaven.

Thomas James. 1. 

Thomas James, the youngest son of Thomas 
and Nancy James, was born in Madison 
county, Tenn., October 19, 1832. His parents 
emigrated to Green county, Mo.,lind settled 
near Ebenezer, in the autumn of 1835. Two 
years thereafter his father died, leaving him 
to the care of his mother, a pious Methodist. 
His oldest brother was soon after licensed to 
preach, and joined the Annual Conference. 
Thomas and an elder brother were left to till 
the soil and support the family. During this 
period he was called to the ministry. He 
joined the Chtfrch at thirteen years of age, 
not long after which he was converted. Bro- 
ther James possessed a good mind, which he 
faithfully cultivated. He attended the winter 
sessions of South-west Missoui’i High School 
for several years, laboring on the farm during 
the summer, for the support of his widowed 
mother, faithfully prosecuting his studies dur- 
ing his absence from school, as well as while 
in attendance. He made rapid progress in 
his studies, always being the best in his class. 
At the age of nineteen he was a good English 
scholar, and read and translated with some 
readiness and ease the Latin and Greek lan- 
guages. He was licensed to exhort by the 
Rev. Jesse Mitchell, when about eighteen 
years old, soon after which he was licensed to 
preach. He was admitted on trial in this 
Conference, at Lexington, 1852, and appointed 
to Carthage Circuit. On his twentieth birth- 
day he left the home of his youth to share the 
cares and reap the joys of a faithful itinerant 
preacher. During his first year there were 
about two hundred and forty conversions on 
his circuit. He was sent to Mt. Vernon Cir 
cuit the second year, during which he was mar 
ried to Miss Elizabeth F. Patterson, of Green 
County, Mo. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Kavanaugh, October 1, 1854. His 
third appointment was Osceola Circuit. He 
was taken sick at his last camp-meeting on this 
circuit ; was very ill during the Conference held 
at Springfield, in consequence of which he 
was left without an appointment for the ensu- 
ing year. At the next Conference he was ap- ' 
pointed to Eredericktown Circuit. He was 
ordained elder by Bishop Andrew, September, 
1857, and appointed to Ozark Circuit. At his 
second quarterly-meeting he preached his last 
sermon, was immediately taken ill, and soon 
after ceased to work and to live. In his afflic- 
tions he was calm and resigned ; in his death, 
gloriously triumphant.

Aaron J. Gilmore was born September 9, 
1819, and died July 9, 1858. He, with his 
twin-brother, (Riley,) professed religion at a 
protracted meeting held at Eden, Richland 
Circuit, by the Rev. Gerard Van Buren, in 
1838 or 1839. Having exercised his gifts as 
a local preacher, he was admitted on trial in 
the Tennessee Conference, at Gallatin, in the 
autumn of 1843. In 1843-44 he was on 
Madison Circuit ; 1844-45, Bellefonte Circuit; 
1845-46, Winchester Station ; 1846-47, Salem 
Circuit ; 1847-48, Fayetteville Station ; 1848- 
49, Florence Station; 1849-50, Pulaski Sta- 



xi. 24, before his remains were deposited in 
the resting-place which he had selected for 
himself. 

James Wilburn Allen was bom in Virgi- 
nia, January 10, 1804. He was converted m 
1822, and was admitted the same year on pro- 
bation in the itinerancy by the Tennessee An- 
nual Conference. In 1823 he travelled Madi- 
son Circuit; in 1824, Cypress Circuit; in 
1825, Bedford Circuit; in 1826, Limestone 
Circuit; in 1827 he was stationed in Nash- 
ville City ; in 1828, in Huntsville, Ala. In 
all these places he sustained himself well, and 
was popular and useful. He was, in his early 
ministry, regarded as one of the most gifted 
and promising young men in the Connection. 
He married Miss Lanier, a daughter of the Rev. 
Wm. Lanier, a most excellent woman, No- 
vember 14, 1827. His health failing, he located 
soon after his marriage, but, as a matter of 
respect, was readmitted, in 1845, though un- 
able to do regular work, and was continued on 
the supernumerary list tm the time of his death. 
Within the last few years of his life he was 
called to mourn the loss of his amiable wife 
and several grown children. Brother Allen 
was an industrious and able writer, and during 
his latter years, when unable to do regular 
work, wrote much in the periodicals of the 
Church, and much that remains unpublished. 
As a testimonial of his learning and ability, 
Transylvania University, with Bishop Bascom 
at its head, conferred on him the honorary

having failed, he was on the supernumerary 
list for three years, when, having somewhat 
recruited, he again received full work, and, in 
1854r-55 he was on Prospect Circuit ; but at 
the close of that year he was returned to the 
supernumerary list, where he remained during 
life.

Thus peacefully passed 
away from earth a strong man in Israel and 
a piUar of the Church, October 1, 1858.

I Thomas Stringfield was the son of John 
and Sarah Stringfield, who, many years ago, 
came,from North Carolina to Tennessee, and, 
after a few years, removed to Kentucky, 
where, in 1796, their son Thomas was born. 
As he was taught the lessons of piety from 
his childhood, it is not surprising that he em- 
braced religion when only eight years of age. 
When he was but twelve years old, the family 
removed to Alabama, where his father died 
in 1822, and his mother in 1828. In the War 
of 1812, the subject of this sketch became a 
soldier, under General Jackson ; and, while 
on guard, was shot by an Indian, which made 
a scar on his forehead for life. During the 
time he was out as a soldier, he maintained 
an unblemished Christian character. Novem- 
ber the 10th, 1816, Brother Stringfield joined 



the Tennessee Annual Conference, having ob- 
tained a license to preach some time previ- 
ously. His first appointment was to Elk 
River Circuit. In 1817, he travelled the Ten- 
nessee Valley Circuit. The years 1818, 1819, 
1820, 1821, and 1822, he labored on the Ca- 
hawba. Limestone, and Flint Circuits, and the 
Nashville and Huntsville Stations. In a short 
time after this, the Holston Conference was 
set ofi" from the Tennessee and Baltimore Con- 
ferences. Brother Stringfield chose to take 
his position in this new Conference, and was 
appointed to the Knoxville District, where he 
remained two years. His field of labor was 
immensely large, embracing nearly all East 
Tennessee. In 1825-26, while he was on the 
French Broad District, what is known among 
us as the celebrated Gallagher controversy 
was at its zenith ; and such were the carica- 
tures of our doctrines and Church polity, that 
he felt himself called upon to enter the field 
of controversy and defend the Church of his 
choice — a work for which he was peculiarly 
qualified, both by his studious habits and the 
olemic character of his mind. This defence 
e conducted with great ability, from the pul- 
pit and by the press, though it was done at 
an expense to him of thousands of dollars. 
The attacks upon Methodism were fierce, and, 
in some instances, even slanderous, but a 
signal defeat was the result of every assault; 
and while the belligerent opposers of our 
Church were compelled soon to retreat, and 
in a few years remove to other parts, our early 
defender maintained his ground, and lived to 
see the fruits of his labors in the growth and 
prosperity of Methodism far beyond his then 
most sanguine expectations. In 1827, he was 
a Conference agent. In 1828, his health be- 
ing feeble, he was left without an appoint- 
ment, at his own request. From 1829 to 1832, 
he was agent for the Holston Conference Semi- 
nary. In 1833, he was on the Knox Circuit ; 
1834, Washington District; 1835, Abingdon 
Station. In 1836, he was elected the editor 
of the South-western Christian Advocate, 
which office he filled until 1841, when he re 
turned to the regular work, and was appointed 
to the Lafayette District. In 1842, April 5, 
death robbed him of the wife of his bosom 
and mother of his children ; but, notwith- 
standing this sad bereavement, he, though 
almost crushed, prosecuted his work as an 
itinerant, and provided, as best he could, for 
his family. In 1843, he was appointed to the 
Knoxville District ; and, in December of this 
year, was again married, to Mrs. H. Cock- 
ville, of Alabama, in whom he found one ad- 
mirably suited to the work of aiding him in 
training his motherless children. Brother 
Stringfield, as may be seen from the forego- 
ing, was a man of various talent, and was 
called to fill many responsible stations in the 
Church ; but none that we have named placed 
him in a more trying position than he found 
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himself when, in 1844, side by side with the 
entire Southern delegation, he contended for 
the rights of Southern Methodism, in the 
memorable General Conference which author- 
ized our present ecclesiastical organization. 
In the autumn of that same year, he was ap- 
pointed Bible agent for the American Bible 
Society, which office he held until 1849, when 
he was appointed to Greenville District. In 
1851, he was on Knox Circuit ; 1852, he was 
agent for Strawberry Plains College; 1853, 
on the superannuated list; 1854, Dandridge 
Circuit ; 1855, Loudon Station. In 1856, he 
was again placed on the superannuated list, 
which relation he sustained to the Conference 
to the day of his death. Brother Stringfield, 
as is known in all the Churches North and 
South, was no ordinary man, but one pos- 
sessed of a high order of talent and useful- 
ness. The example left us, however, in the 
uniformity of his piety, from his youth up to 
hoary age, and even to death, is the legacy 
which we most highly appreciate. After an 
illness of but a few days, during which he 
gave evidence that all was well, he died, “full 
of faith and good works,” on the 12th of 
June, 1858. 

Alfred M. Goodykoontz was bom Novem- 
ber 3, 1813, in Montgomery (now Floyd) 
county, Va., and was brought up in the Lu- 
theran Church. So far as morality was con- 
cerned, his life was blameless from his child- 
hood up. He manifested at no time of life 
any special concern for the things of this 
world ; but was always fond of books — espe- 
cially religious books. In 1832, when in his 
nineteenth year, he embraced religion — that 
religion that renews the heart and brings 
with it the evidence of acceptance with God — 
and about the same time joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. In a short time after his 
conversion, he was appointed a class-leader, 
and also the superintendent of a Sabbath- 
school ; both of which offices he filled very 
acceptably. In 1838, he was licensed to 
preach, when Samuel Bryson, of the Balti- 
more Conference, was in charge of the district 
where he was brought up ; and, feeling that 
he ought to be a travelling preacher, he asked 
for and obtained a recommendation to the 
Baltimore Conference, as a proper person to 
be admitted on trial in the travelling connec- 
tion. He was admitted by that Conference ; 
but, at his own request, he was transferred to 
the Holston Conference. He was employed 
by one of the presiding elders of our Confer- 
ence, and a part of the year 1839 travelled 
the Jefferson Circuit, in Ash county, N. C. 
In 1840, he travelled the Parisburg Circuit ; 
1841, the Jasper Circuit ; 1842, the Murphy 
Mission. At the Conference of this year he 
was ordained a deacon by Bishop Waugh, at 
Knoxville. In 1843, he travelled the Benton 
Circuit; and, at the close of this year, was 



ordained an elder by Bishop Morris. The 
year 1844, he was on the Burnsville Circuit ; 
1845, Kingsport Circuit; 1846, Clinton Cir- 
cuit, where, during this year, he was married 
to Mary A. Kirkpatrick. The year 1847, he 
was on the Pikeville Circuit ; 1848, Tazewell 
Circuit; 1849, Hendersonville; 1850, Gray- 
son; 1851, Madisonville ; 1852 and 1853, he 
was on the Cleveland Circuit ; 1854, Athens 
Circuit; 1855 and 1856, the Maryville Cir- 
cuit ; 1857, Clinton. In October of this year, 
he was appointed to the Abingdon Circuit. 
He attended his first appointment on this cir- 
cuit, and, though quite sick, he made an at- 
tempt to preach. He soon found that he was 
too unwell to preach, and, with some assist- 
ance, he got out of the pulpit, and laid him- 
self down to die. Here, in the absence of 
his whole family, among strangers, he suffered 
for two weeks, without a murmur, till, on Sun- 
day morning, the 15th of November, 1857, at 
half-past five o’clock, the wheels of life stood 
still, and the good man's soul was at rest. 
Brother Goodykoontz was regarded, by preach- 
ers and people, as a deeply pious man — his 
prudence, daily walk, and faithful labors, 
proving that he had been with Jesus. His 
talents as a preacher were good, his disposi- 
tion amiable ; but his uniform piety endeared 
him the most to his brethren. And now that 
he rests from the toils of an itinerant life, and 
his brethren no longer receive instruction from 
his lips, this consolation is left us, he was 
strong in the faith that triumphs, and uttered, 
among his last words, when told that he must 
die, “Well, I am ready !” 

Charles Mitchell was born in Smyth 
county, Va., February 28, 1814. He pro- 
fessed religion, and joined the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, in his youth. In 1847, he was 
licensed to preach; and during the years 
1849, 1850, and 1851, was employed by the 
presiding elders of the Wytheville District to 
travel. He joined the Holston Conference, 
on trial, in the autumn of 1851, at Athens, 
Tenn., at which Conference he was ordained 
a deacon by Bishop Andrew. He was or- 
dained an elder, October 26, 1856, at Knox- 
ville, by Bishop Early. The health of Brpther 
Mitchell had been declining for more than 
two years before his death, though he con- 
tinued to travel and preach till a few 
weeks before his departure, often going and 
preaching when, in justice to himself, he 
ought to have remained at home. A short 
time before his death, his wife remarked to 
him that she feared his work was well-nigh 
done. He said, “ I hope not : I would rather 
preach to sinners than to do any thing else.” 
He suffered a great deal, but bore it all with 
Christian patience and resignation ; and was 
often heard to say, “ Bless the Lord, 0 my 
soul ! yes, bless his holy name 1” Almost to 
the last, he seemed to think he would recover, 
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and expressed a desire to do so, for the sake 
of his wife and children, though death had 
no terrors for him. lie stated, “ I have trusted 
the Lord for many years, and now, in this 
hard trial, I find him a friend that sticketh 
closer than a brother.” Often during his 
affliction he was heard to say, “ Sweet Jesus, 
precious Saviour !” “ My soul shall trust in 
Him for ever ; yes, for ever and ever.” He 
died June 16, 1858.

Joseph Travis, A. M., was born in Hart- 
ford county, Maryland, September 13, 1786 ; 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Harrisonburg, Ya., April 1, 1801 ; was con- 
verted in January, 1803, and joined the tra- 
velling connection in 1806. He died at his 
residence, in Carrol county. Miss., September 
16, 1858. He left a bequest, to be employed 
in the propagation of that gospel which for 
more than half a century had cheered his 
heart and brightened his hopes. Brother 
Travis was a gentleman of the olden school, 
and a Christian of primitive experience and 
character. Possessed of fine natural abilities, 
a classical education, elevating and expansive 
views of the plan of salvation, he was emi- 
nently prepared for usefulness in the Church 
of God. Hence we find him filling with abil- 
ity and usefulness some of the most important 
stations in the South Carolina, Georgia, Lou- 
isiana, and Memphis Conferences. We deem 
it unnecessary to speak in detail of the ap- 
pointments, the labors, the success, and the 
sufferings of our lamented brother, since he 
has given to the Church and the world his 
autobiography. His end was peace. 

William C. Robb was the son of James 
and Elizabeth S. Robb: born in Gallatin, 
Tenn., May 3, 1816. There he received his 
early education, and there studied law until 
admitted to the bar. Thence he removed to 
Grenada, Miss. At Grenada he had an only 
sister, who, being a Christian, labored zeal- 
ously to bring her brother to Christ. He 
embraced religion in the autumn of 1842, and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Feeling that a dispensation of the gospel was 
committed to him, he began the study of the- 
ology, and in 1843 was licensed to preach, and 
admitted on trial in the Memphis Conference. 
He filled consecutively the following appoint- 
ments: in 1843, junior preacher on Jackson 
Circuit ; in 1844, Trenton Circuit ; in 1845, 
Paris Station ; in 1846, Chulahoma Circuit ; 
in 1847, Paducah Station; in 1848, Asbury, 
at Memphis; in 1849, Jackson Station; in 
1850, Aberdeen Station ; in 1851, Holly 
Springs Station; in 1852, Wesley, at Mem- 
phis; in 1853, Jackson Station; in 1854 he 
was appointed to the Memphis District, in 
charge of which he continued till his death, 
a little over three years. From the important 
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appointments which he filled, may be seen 
the high estimate placed upon his gifts. He 
had fine natural abilities, was a classical scho- 
lar, a popular and useful preacher. He also 
had fine social qualities ; polite in manner, 
kind in feeling, firm in purpose, and noble in 
heart. It appears that Divine Providence 
was preparing him for a happy and peaceful 
end, in blessing his last pulpit labors with 
astonishing success. It was a subject of re- 
mark with many that his last sermons were 
the best he ever preached. On returning 
home from his quarterly meetings, in the 
city of Memphis, he was taken with typhoid 
pneumonia ; and though the best medical skill 
was called to his aid, it was soon seen that the 
fatal hour was near. When his failing strength 
began to admonish him of his approaching 
dissolution, he prayed fervently to God for 
dying grace, and was soon heard to say, “ I 
am all alone, and will shortly pass through 
the valley of the shadow of death.” A short 
time before his spirit left, he said to his wife, 
with perfect composure, “ I am dying.” She 
asked, “ Do you feel, dear husband, that you 
are going to heaven?” He exclaimed, in 
Christian triumph, “Yes! yes! yes! and if 
the Lord will permit, I will be your guardian 
angel to conduct you across the river of death.” 
Thus passed away one of our most useful 
and gifted ministers. His funeral services 
took place at Wesley Chapel, Memphis, at- 
tended by a large number of ministers and 
people. His remains were deposited in the 
Elmwood Cemetery.

Samuel Dawson was born in Rockingham 
County, Va., November 10, 1798. He became 
a pious man and a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church about 1814, and joined the 
Mississippi Conference in 1841. His ministe- 
rial and pastoral labors, from that time until 
his death, during the present year, were dis- 
tributed as follows; Atchafalaya Circuit, in 
1842; Amite Circuit, in 1843 ; Atchafalaya, in 
1844 ; Wilkinson Colored Mission, in 1845, 1846, 
1847, 1848, 1849, and 1850 ; Jackson Mission, 
in 1851 ; Sandy Creek Circuit in 1852 and 
1853 ; East Baton Rouge, as supernumerary, 
in 1854 and 1855 ; Buffalo Circuit, in 1856 and 
1857. At the close of 1857 he was superan- 
nuated. During the last months of his life he 
suffered greatly from a disease of the face. 
He died in the faith. 

Benjamin J. Woodward, M. D., was a na- 
tive of Sumner county, Tennessee. Ilis pa- 
rents were pious and consistent members of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church — his father a 
class-leader. He was trained from his ten- 
derest years to attend class -meetings. His 
father died when he was about eight years of 
age. His mother married again, but to one 
who treated Benjamin with cruelty, and finally 
drove him from home, when less than ten years 
of age, and forbade him to return. From that 
time he had to depend upon his own efforts 
for his support and education. But he has 
been heard to say that the severest trial con- 
^ected with all was, he was not allowed to 
visit his pious mother. He never saw her 
but once after the cruel act — when she was 
on her death-bed. Then he slipped to her 
room to see and obtain her last blessing. Her 
parting words, “ Benny, be a good boy and 
meet me in heaven,’' came to him often when 
temptation would have led him astray, and 
saved him from sin. With his own young 
hands he procured money with which to 
begin his education. His means exhausted, 
he taught a while. He thus alternated until 
he completed his education ; read medicine, 
attended a full course of lectures, and gradu- 
£ited to the practice of medicine. In that 



profession he is said to have been very suc- 
cessful and useful. About the year 1839 he 
professed religion. He had been serious for 
several months, had been struggling hard at 
the altar, in the grove, and in every place. 
At a camp-meeting in Noxubee county. Miss., 
which he attended, the sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper was administered. The Spirit of all 
grace so impressed him as to his duty that 
he feared that if he did not then go to the 
table of the Lord he would drive the Spirit 
from him. He went with a trembling heart, 
fearing to do wrong, but willing humbly to 
try and do his duty. In the act he received 
Jesus as his Saviour, and was blessed — con- 
verted — saved. He has been heard to say 
that if he had not yielded to the Spirit then 
in that means of grace, he believed he would 
have been lost. In 1841, he was married to 
an intelligent, amiable lady, who had but 
recently professed religion and joined the 
Church. A few months after his conversion, 
he felt that the Spirit was moving him to 
preach. The call was distinct and clear. 
But how could he preach the gospel! He 
was diffident, retiring, unassuming, and un- 
pretending, and felt that he could not go. 
For nearly twelve years he was a wanderer in 
resisting this call, hoping to find an excuse, 
a reason, a justification for neglecting to go. 
He hoped that as a class-leader and private 
member of the Church, God would excuse 
him. In 1852, he was licensed to preach ; 
and at the session of the Conference held at 
Jackson, Miss., December, 1852, he was ad- 
mitted on trial, and appointed to the Carthage 
Circuit, where he was popular and useful, 
having many seals to his ministry. In 1854, 
he was on Attala Circuit, where he was in- 
strumental in doing much good. At the 
session held November, 1854, at Jackson, 
Tenn., he was received into full connection, 
and ordained deacon by Bishop Early. In 

1855, he was on Grand Gulf Circuit. During 
that year he was afflicted with disease of the 
kidney, which became chronic. At the Con- 
ference in Vicksburg, November, 1855, he was 
granted a supernumerary relation, and ap- 
pointed to Holmes Circuit, which he travelled 
a portion of the year, and did acceptable ser- 
vice. At the Conference in Kosciusko, Nov., 

1856, he was ordained elder by Bishop Pierce, 
and appointed agent of Sharon Female Col- 
lege. He entered upon his work, hoping to 
do much ; but, after two weeks’ service, his 
disease of kidney assumed such a type as to 
forbid his further labors. His active service 
was done! At the Conference in Brandon, 
November, 1857, he was placed on the super- 
annuated list. And on the second Sabbath 
of December, 1857, he attended Church at 
eleven o’clock, and concluded service by sing- 
ing the hymn beginning, “Jesus, the name 
high over all,” exhortation, and prayer. He 
alluded that day to the sweet peace of mind

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and joy he had — of his bright prospect for 
heaven. He was happy, and expected to get 
to heaven. He announced to preach that 
night. Arising from dinner, he started to 
see a patient. In about thirty minutes, he 
returned, unable to speak, get off his horse, 
or walk. Some friends came to his relief. 
After nine hours’ suffering, he ceased to be 
among us, but passed, as we trust, to a 
brighter world, aged forty-six years. He has 
left a widow, and many, many friends, to 
mourn his absence. Brother Woodward was 
a practical, laborious, and useful preacher — 
a good pastor. 

Prestox Cooper was a native of Warren 
County, Tennessee ; born December 29th, 
1806. He professed religion in the State of 
Alabama, in the year 1827, and joined the 
Methodist ^iscopal Church, under the min- 
istry of the Kev. John G. Jones. Soon after his 
conversion he became deeply impressed with the 
conviction that it was his duty to preach, and 
being confirmed in this conviction in a most ex- 
traordinarymanner, gave himself atonceto the 
work. He was admitted on trial in the Mis- 
sissippi Conference, held at Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
December, 1828, and appointed to Chickasa- 
haj Circuit, Ala. ; 1830, Columbus Circuit, in 
Mississippi ; 1831, Marion Circuit, in Alaba- 
ma; 1832, Saline Circuit, in Louisiana; 1833, 
Madison Circuit, in Mississippi ; 1834, Lake 
Providence District, in Louisiana ; 1835, Lou- 
isiana District, in Louisiana ; 1836, Washing- 
ton Station. During that year he was mar- 
ried to Mrs. Middleton, of Franklin County, 
Miss. ; 1837, Madisonville and Canton ; 1838 
and 1839, was local ; was readmitted, and in 
1840 travelled Crystal Springs Circuit ; 
1841, Vicksburg Station ; 1842, Vicksburg 
Station. While there, yellow fever raged as 
an epidemic. Hundreds were cut off in a few 
weeks. He was at his post and passed through 
it all unharmed. 1843 and 1844, Jackson 
Station: 1845, Clinton and Raymond; 1846 
and 1847, Warren Circuit; 1848 and 1849, 
Yazoo City Station; 1850, Vernon Circuit; 
1851, Raymond Station ; 1852 and 1853, Yazoo 
City Station ; 1854 and 1855, Lexington and 
Richland. At the Conference in November, 
1855, he was appointed to the Yazoo Circuit. 
But his work was done. His health, which 
was feeble, became worse, and he w’as never 
able again to preach to the people. In 1857 
and 1858 he sustained a superannuated rela- 
tion to the Conference. He died in July, 1858. 
He was a man of more than ordinary mind ; 
a close, persevering student, during all the 
time of his active ministry. His sermons 
gave evidence of close study and fine arrange- 
ment, and were frequently delivered with 
great power and effect. He seldom, if ever, 
failed to interest, impress, and benefit his 
hearers. His labors were abundant, and he 
will long be remembered affectionately by the 



thousands who have sat under his ministry. 

All who associated with him were struck with 
his simplicity and purity. He was deeply 
impressed himself as to the importance and 
necessity of purity. He inculcated it every- 
where, by precept and example. He was a 
firm believer in the special providence of God. 
and perhaps no man ever had more marked 
instances of it than he. As a minister he 
was bold in denouncing sin, and courageous 
in defending truth. He was of a catholic spirit, ■ 
and bigotry and exclusiveness found no quar- j 
ters with him. His sufferings were protracted j 
and great ; yet he did not murmur. He was 
submissive, and resigned to the will of the 
Lord. ’

Jones Holland Waters. 1. 

Jones H. Waters was born in 1823. Hav- 
ing the advantages of an early religious edu- 
cation, he remembered his Creator in the days 
of his youth ; and unto him was fulfilled the 
promise, “Those that seek me early shall 
find me.” Through the counsel and prayers 
of his pious mother and other servants of 
God, particularly the Methodist preachers 
who travelled in the Western District of Ten- 
nessee, where his mother resided, he was en- 
abled to make steady progress in Christian 
experience. Subsequently feeling that he 
was moved by the Holy Ghost, he entered 
upon the work of the ministry. He was 
identified with the Memphis Annual Confer- 
ence during four or five years, and was con- 
stantly engaged in the regular pastoral work. 
Brother Waters was transferred to the Louisi- 
ana Annual Conference in the autumn of 1855 
by Bishop Kavanaugh. At the ensuing Con- 
ference, he was appointed preacher in charge 
of New Iberia Circuit, He was returned to 
the same work the following year. His re- 
appointment was hailed with joy by the people 
of New Iberia Circuit, among whom he had 
already formed strong personal attachments. 
On the 23d day of February, 1857, he was 
united in marriage with Miss Mary Chevis. 
Twelve months passed swiftly by. He had 
applied himself with no less ardor than for- 
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merly to his Master’s work. He had enjoyed 
the pleasure of meeting his brethren again in 
the Annual Conference. He had also, accom- 
nanied by his wife, again visited his mother, 
for whom his love knew no abatement or 
bound. He had recently been appointed to 
Richmond and Madison Circuit and Colored 
Mission — a very arduous work, white already 
to the harvest. In the midst of active pre- 
parations to go to this field of labor, he was 
taken suddenly ill, and died in less than two 
days, at the residence of his brother-in-law, in 
Vermilion parish. La., on the 22d of Febru- 
ary, 1858. He left a disconsolate widow, to 
whom he had been married just one short 
year to the hour when he was laid in the 
tomb. Brother Waters was a man of deep 
and fervent piety. Ilis religious experience 
was uniform, and he was always abounding 
in the work of the Lord.

Thomas Chilton Hayes was born September 
20, 1815, and died September 26, 1858. At 
the age of sixteen his Christian life was com- 
menced, and when only twenty years old he 
consecrated himself to the work of the minis- 
try. For twenty -three years he was most 
earnestly employed in this great work, as an 
itinerant minister in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Twelve years were spent in the 
Baltimore Conference, where his ministry was 
commenced, and where, with great acceptable- 
ness and usefulness, he filled the following 
appointments, viz. : In the year 1836, Clear 
Spring Circuit; 1837, Bedford; 1838, Carlisle ; 
1839, Stafford ; 1840-41, Fredericksburg Sta- 
tion; 1842, Alexandria Station; 1843, West 
River Circuit ; 1844^45, King George ; 1846- 
47, Loudon. In the year 1848, he transferred 
his membership to the Virginia Conference, 
and was appointed to Gloucester Circuit, to 
which appointment he was returned at the 
Conference in 1848. In 1849-50, he was 
appointed to Nottoway Circuit ; 1851-52, to 
Portsmouth Station ; and the four following 
years he filled the office of presiding elder on 
the Richmond District. At the Conference 
of 1857, his health having been very precari- 
ous for several years past, he was appointed 
to the Amherst Circuit, with the hope that the 
healthy location, together with the fact, as was 
supposed by his friends, that his labors would 
not be so great as for several years past they 
had been, might, by the blessing of God, con- 
tribute to his recovery. Feeble and emaciated 
by means of a disease that for nine years had 
been preying upon him, he yet entered upon 
his new field of labor with all the zeal and 



activity of a strong and healthy man, not un- 
frequently preaching twice on a Sabbath, and 
having to travel several miles to reach the ap- 
pointments. In his enfeebled state of health, 
such exhausting labors could not be long en 
dured, and the year was not more than half 
advanced before it was found necessary to 
abandon for a time his work, in order to seek, 
in some measure at least, to repair his wasting 
energies. Early in the month of September, 
he placed himself under the care of Dr. John 
Buckler, of Baltimore, to whose kindness and 
attentions his family feel under the strongest 
obligations. It will be gratifying to his bre- 
thren in Virginia to know that during his 
sojourn of two weeks in Baltimore, Brother 
Hayes was among very kind friends, who did 
all in their power to soothe his dying hours. 
Several gentlemen and their families deserve 
to be mentioned as having been particularly 
kind and attentive. Job Smith, Daniel War- 
wick, and D. W. Moore, and al?o several of 
the ministers of the Baltimore Conference, 
were almost unceasing in their efforts to 
render as comfortable as possible the last 
moments of this faithful servant of God. The 
Rev. Henry Slicer was his spiritual father. 
Under his ministry he was first led to conse- 
crate himself to God, and by him also he was 
first licensed to preach. What a comfort to 
have this man of God to be with him now as 
he is about to close his ministry and enter 
upon his reward! The Rev. T. B. Sargent 
was his former presiding elder, and is one of 
those sweet-spirited, holy men whose presence 
in a sick-room is always so comforting. And 
besides these the Rev. George Hildt, James 
Brads, and R. S. Dashiell, were almost con- 
stantly with him, to stimulate his faith and 
encourage his hopes by their exhortations and 
prayers. As a manifestation of the kind feel- 
ings entertained by these brethren of the Bal- 
timore Conference, it is proper to insert here 
a series of resolutions adopted by the Preach- 
ers’ Meeting of Baltimore. This meeting is 
composed of thirty ministers of the Baltimore 
and East Baltimore Conferences, and these 
resolutions were adopted with great cordiality 
and unanimity. 

“ Extract from the Minutes of the Preach- 
er’s meeting of Baltimore, in regard to the 
death of the Rev. Thomas C. Hayes : 

“ ‘ Since “ precious in the sight of the Lord 
is the death of his saints” and “ the memory 
of the just is blessed,” itbecomerthe living 
to hopor their “ memory” when removed from 
our sight, and follow them when they “ inherit 
the promises:” Therefore Resolved, by the 
Preachers’ Meeting of Baltimore, 

“ ‘ 1. That in the departure of Rev. Thomas 
Chilton Hayes, in this city, on the 26th inst., 
we recognize the hand of God in removing 
another fellow-laborer from toil and suffering 
to reward and rest. 
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“ ‘ 2 . That while we sorrow for another 
buried workman who has passed awa^ to his 
eternal rest, we behold m his ministerial 
career of twelve years in the Baltimore and 
ten years in the Virginia Conference, a bright 
example of the believer, in word, in conversa- 
tion, in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity ; 
and desire to emulate it, that we may both 
save ourselves and them that hear. us. 

“ ‘ 3 . That we affectionately tender to the 
bereaved widow and children of our departed 
brother this expression of our Christian sym- 
pathy; and devoutly commend them to the 
Judge of the widows and the Father of the 
fatherless — to God in his holy habitation, who 
has said, “ Leave thy fatherless children, I will 
preserve them alive ; and let thy widows trust 
in me.” Wm. A. Snively, Sec’y.^ ” 

The goodness of God was especially mani- 
fested in behalf of his afflicted servant in that, 
during the whole period of his last sickness, 
he was constantly attended, by day and by 
night, whether he was sleeping or awake — ^to 
sympathize with him in all his joys and in 
all his sorrows ; to watch with deepest anxiety 
every symptom of the advancing disease, and 
to employ all her energies in endeavoring to 
relieve his sufferings and to soothe his dying 
hours — by that devoted, faithful wife, who 
now feels that the memory of her dear, de- 
parted husband is her greatest earthly trea- 
sure. But the kindness and sympathy of 
friends could not save him from death. At 
half-past two o’clock on the holy Sabbath 
afternoon, September 26 , 1858 , his tranquil, 
happy spirit passed away from the sorrows 
of earth to the joys of heaven. He expressed 
himself as having no ecstasy, no great joy, 
but strong confidence in God. To a friend he 
said, only a short time before he died, “ For 
Christ’s sake, to whose merits I cling, God 
will, must accept me.” After the power of 
utterance had failed, in answer to questions 
propounded, he gave signs expressive of his 
trust in God. The Church in Virginia has 
lost in the death of Brother Hayes one of its 
most faithful ministers — one who was always 
at his post, warning sinners and encouraging 
saints. ^ An interesting family of three chil- 
dren, with their sorrowing mother, mourn the 
loss of one of the best of husbands and 
fathers.

Alexander Averett, Smith C . Quillian. 2. 

Alexander Averett was born in South 
Carolina, January 1, 1788. In 1810, he joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church as a seeker 
of religion, and soon after was happily con- 
verted to God. He was licensed to preach in 
1818, and continued laboring as a local 
preacher until 1848, when he was admitted 
on trial in the Georgia Conference. As will 
be seen. Brother Averett was thirty years a 
local preacher, and ten years itinerant, mak- 
ing in all a term of forty years in the minis- 
try. He was a man of sound mind, deep and 
thorough piety, and in all his deportment fur- 
nished a beautiful exemplification both of the 
pmity and power of the Christian religion. 
His last illness was protracted and severe, but, 
as should have been expected, his end was one 
of great peace. He died August 27, 1858. 

Smith C. Quillian was born in Habersham 
county, Ga., January 20, 1826. He joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in October, 
1846, but did not receive the witness of his 
acceptance with God until September, 1847. 
He soon felt it his duty “ to preach the word 
and* in October of that year was licensed to 
preach, and at the same time was recom- 
mended to the Georgia Conference. He was 
received, and in 1848 he was appointed to 
Greenville Circuit ; and to the Troup Circuit 
m 1849 ; to the Munw Circuit in 1850 ; to the 
Dade Mission in 1851 ; and to the Summer- 
ville Circuit in 1852 and 1853. His health 
having failed, he received a superannuated 
relation, which he sustained until 1857, when 
he was rendered effective, and was appointed 
to the Zebulun Circuit ; and for 1858 he was 
appointed to the Atlanta Circuit. He entered 
iipon his work promptly, and with strong 



hope of a prosperous year ; but he had gone 
but little more than one round when he was 
attacked with influenza, which assumed a 
typhoid character, from which he suffered in- 
tensely for forty-five days. He bore his afflic- 
tion with Christian fortitude, and died in 
great peace. He said to a brother a short 
time before his death, “ Tell my brethren of 
the Conference, I die with a bright prospect 
of a glorious inheritance.” Brother Quillian 
was a man of deep piety, sound judgment, 
and highly respectable preaching ability. He 
was studious in his habits, and had made con- 
siderable advancement for one of his age. 
He was a lover of Methodism, and labored 
industriously to promote its interests in every 
possible way.

William F. Hubert was born in Madison 
county, Miss., September 26, 1826. In 1839 
his father, the Rev. Robert L. Hubert, re- 
moved to Texas. William embraced religion 
at about the age of eighteen, and joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. In December, 
1849, he was received into the travelling con- 
nection, at the session of the Texas Confer- 
ence held at Seguin, Texas. He was first 
appointed junior preacher on the Richmond 
Circuit, with James G. Johnson. But early 
in the year 1850, brother H. was removed to 
the San Jacinto Mission, to supply a defi- 
ciency there, and placed in charge of said 
mission. In 1851, he labored on Mill Creek 
Circuit ; in 1852 he was returned to the Rich- 
mond Circuit; in 1853 he labored on the 
Waxahatchie Circuit; in 1854, on Springfield 
Circuit ; in 1855, on Belton Circuit ; in 1856, 
in the Corpus Christ! Station ; in 1857 he was 
returned to the Springfield Circuit, and in 
1858 he was sent to the Port Lavacca and 



Indianola Station. In all his appointments 
he deported himself as a man of God ; had 
the confidence and esteem of his brethren ; 
and under his labors many were added to the 
Lord. In his last appointment he stood firmly 
to his post, amid the fearful threatenings of 
disease and death. While out of town, visit- 
ing part of his pastoral charge, he was at- 
tacked with yellow fever, and died at the 
house of Colonel Benjamin F. Hill, where 
every possible attention, personal and medical, 
was rendered him. He died as he lived, a 
man full of faith and the Holy Ghost.

William P. Sansom was born in March, 
1812, in Tennessee, and married in 1835. He 
emigrated to Texas in 1837, was licensed 
to preach in 1842, and in 1846 joined the 
East Texas Conference, of which he remained 
a useful and a zealous member up to the day 
of his death. He suffered much in his last 
illness, but with Christian fortitude, and while 
dying, he exhorted all present to meet him in 
heaven. When asked by the preacher in 
charge, “ What shall I tell the preachers at 
Conference?” he answered, “Tell them I 
died at my post ; I have fought the good fight 
and kept the faith.” 

Bennett Elkins was bom in March, 1800, 
m South Carolina, was married to Miss Fran- 
ces Owen in 1820, and after her death to Miss 
Ann Forman, in 1833. He died at the age of 
fifty-eight. He was converted in his four- 
teenth year, and had been a professor of reli- 
gion nearly forty-five years, without doubting 
its reality. He was admitted into the Confer- 
ence at its last session, and was appointed to 
Shook’s Bluff Mission, on which he labored 
with acceptability up to the time of his late 
illness. As to the time at which he was li- 
censed to preach, we have no data ; but we 
learn that he had been long in the ministry, 
perhaps twenty-five years. Brother Elkins 
died as he lived, a zealous and faithful Chris- 
tian. On being asked if he felt prepared for 
death, he answered, “ I have made the neces- 
sary preparations for that, long ago.”

MEMOIRS OF GREEN M. ROGERS AND JAMES PATTERSON, 






[The following memoirs were received after 
the Minutes were stereotyped.] 

Green M. Rogers was born in Chatham 
county, North Carolina, September, 1802. It 
is presumed that he removed with his parents 
to Tennessee, where, in 1826, he professed 
religion, at home, in the woods, and soon 
after was baptized at Dye’s Camp-ground, in 
Carroll county. In 1828, at the Tennessee 
Conference, he was received on trial, and ap- 
pointed junior preacher, with J. McFerrin, to 
Franklin Circuit, in Huntsville District ; 1829, 
Limestone; 1830, he was received into full 
connection, ordained deacon, and appointed 
to the Conesauga Mission, with Young Wolfe, 
E. Graves being interpreter, under Francis A. 
Owen, the superintendent of the Cherokee 
Missions ; in 1831, to the Cherokee Agency, 
Dixon C. McLeod being superintendent ; 1832, 
ordained elder, and appointed to Hatchy Cir- 
cuit, in Forked Deer District ; but in 1833 he 
located. During that year, after his location, 
he was married to Miss Maria Fisher. He 
reentered the Conference in 1836, and was 
transferred to the Mississippi Conference, and 
appointed to Esmond ; 1837, presiding elder 
of Monticello District; 1838, Brandon Dis- 
trict ; 1839, 1840, 1841, and 1842, Sharon Dis- 
trict; 1843, Agent for Centenary College; 
1844, Holmes Circuit. Being one of the dele- 
gates to the General Conference in 1844, at 
New York, he united with the Southern dele- 
gates in resisting the action of the majority 
on the question which then agitated the 
Church, and in 1845 was one of the delegates 
to the Convention for the organization of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. For that 
year he was stationed again on Holmes Cir- 
cuit ; 1846, 1847, Vicksburg District ; 1848, 
1849, Yazoo District ; 1850, Cole’s Creek Cir- 
cuit ; 1851, Middleton ; 1852, 1853, and 1854, 
Paulding District. While on this District, he 
bad a paralytic stroke, from the effects of 
which he never entirely recovered, although 
he frequently travelled about ; yet he could 
not articulate so as to preach, or even hold 
family-prayer. At the Conference of 1855 
he was superannuated, and so continued to 
the time of his death. He was reduced from 
a comparatively easy condition to one of great 
dependence ; but though surrounded by a large 



and almost helpless family, as long as able 
physically to do so, he went on. By disease, 
he lost every servant he had, except a very 
small child; and twice, when he returned 
home from his District, the last appointment 
he ever had, he was greeted with the afflictive 
intelligence of the death of two fine little 
boys, one of them about ten years old, the in- 
dustrious and careful, indeed manly, support 
of an afflicted mother, when his father was 
obliged to be absent. Under all these afflic- 
tions, followed by the loss of health, brother 
Rogers murmur^ not. When he could do 
so, he was at the house of God and at the 
camp-meeting. Often he was deeply affected, 
and when, in the latter part of life, he could 
not talk, or indeed, from an impaired memory, 
recollect other things, speak to him of Jesus, 
heaven, and glory, he would begin imme- 
diately to weep and praise God. Death came 
at a moment when sister Rogers and one of 
his daughters were ill. On Sunday before 
this sad event, he was carried to the Church 
rather better than usual. The minister who 
preached took as his text, “ There remaineth 
therefore a rest to the people of God.” After 
service, when about to be carried to the 
vehicle in which he was to return home, as 
he was raised from his seat, he made an effort 
to speak, and exclaimed, “ Rest ! rest !” 
These, it is believed, were the last words he 
distinctly uttered. On the Wednesday night 
following, after being put to bed, he fell 
asleep, and during the night became not only 
worse, but wholly unconscious, and died the 
next day, Dec. 11, 1858. Brother Rogers was 
known almost all over Mississippi, and was 
greatly beloved by his many friends. He has 
left the wife of his youth, long a child of afflic- 
tion, and a large and almost helpless family, 
to mourn his loss. The Masonic Lodge to 
which he belonged not only united in his 
burial, but generously proffered to meet all 
the expenses attendant upon it, including a me- 
tallic case. After a funeral-sermon preached 
at the church, his remains were followed to 
the grave by a very large and deeply affected 
company. 



James Patterson was a native of South 
Carolina. He was born in 1773. In his 
fourteenth year he professed to find the pearl 
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of great price, and immediately connected 
himself with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Ilis walk was exemplary, ana he enjoyed the 
confidence and esteem of all who knew him. 
In 1795, ho was admitted on trial in the South 
Carolina Conference, and appointed to the 
Little Pee Dee Circuit. In 1796, he was in 
Washington ; 1797, Anson and Little Pee 
Dee ; 1798, Burke ; 1799, Greenville, in the 
Virginia Conference; 1800, Pamlico; 1801 
and 1802, Franklin Circuit ; 1803, Salisbury ; 
1804, he was located, and remained so until 
1816, when he was readmitted ; 1816, he was 
on Bedford Circuit, Virginia Conference ; 1817, 
presiding elder on the Norfolk District ; 1818, 
1819, 1820, and 1821, presiding elder on the 
Yadkin District; 1822, Franklin Circuit; 
1823, located; 1824, again readmitted, and 
placed on the superannuated list, in which 
relation he continued until death. He was 
several times a delegate to the General Con- 
ference, and was recognized in this relation 
as a man of sound judgment and great pru- 
dence. He never was a debater, either at 
General or Annual Conferences, but was al- 
ways regarded as one of the most efiB.cient 
members. In the struggle occasioned by the 
O’Kellyan schism, he had much to do to re- 
store peace and order in the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, where the influence of that 
schism was principally felt. He was ever a 
firm supporter of the peculiarities of Method- 
ism. His views of her economy were com- 
prehensive and sound, and always readily 
communicated to the membership and minis- 
try when occasion required. Our acquaint- 
ance with Brother Patterson commenced in 
1818, when he presided over the Yadkin Dis- 
trict. Since then, until his death, our asso- 
ciation has been of the most intimate charac- 
ter. He was one of the best presiding elders 
we have ever known. He was truly a father 
to the preachers in his charge, and especially 
so to the junior class. His intercourse with 
them was free and instructive, and he evinced 
a disposition to do all he could to aid them in 
their studies, and give them counsel in the 



discharge of their duties as administrators of 
Discipline. Brother Patterson was very sound 
and clear in his views of the doctrines of 
Methodism; these he defended, when occa- 
sion required, with great success. He was a 
very good preacher. His views were always 
clear and comprehensive, entering deeply into 
the sentiment and feeling of the inspired 
writers: hence, he always was prepared to 
bring out of this Divine treasury “things 
new and old.” His preaching was deeply ex- 
perimental, as well as practical. He had him- 
self experienced the deep things of God, and 
was prepared to present these to his hearers 
with great power. Pure, holy, and diligently 
obedient himself, he could always urge these 
matters upon the consideration of those who 
heard him with convincing energy. Wherever 
he labored, whether as an itinerant or local 
minister, his ministrations were always salu- 
tary. Many seals were given him as the re- 
ward of his toils. He was unassuming in 
his deportment, always acting as though he 
“ esteemed others better than himself ;” yet 
he never declined any distinction that was 
awarded him. He was truly and deeply 
pious. He enjoyed, in a very great degree, 
free and full communion with God, and gave 
strong evidences of this in all his intercourse 
with the Church and society generally. As a 
husband, he was affectionate, provident, and 
pure. As a father, he was tender, kind, and 
attentive to the interests of his children, striv- 
ing to “ bring them up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord.” As a master, he was 
indulgent and faithful, being governed, as far 
as possible, by the instructions of the apostle. 
He was in the ministry sixty-five years, dur- 
ing which time he labored much, and with 
great success. He continued to preach until 
within a few days of his death. He died in 
peace, July 1, 1858, being eighty-five years 
of age. Dr. William Carter, of the North 
Carolina Conference, preached his funeral- 
sermon to an attentive, sorrowing congrega- 
tion.
